County Police, Fire Fighters 
Attack PG Council Over Pay

Prince Georges County Police and Fire Fighters Unions 
are politically attacking the six county councilmembers who 
supported a salary freeze for County employees and, in par¬ 
ticular, the chair, Richard J. Castaldi. The Prince Georges 
County Council adopted the freeze, which applies until Oc¬ 
tober 1, 1992, after overriding a veto by County Executive 


Parris Glendening. Castaldi 
which Greenbelt is located. 

A flyer is being circulated by 
the two unions in Greenbelt and 
throughout the county that at¬ 
tacks Castaldi for criticizing po¬ 
lice and fire personnel for in¬ 
sisting upon a pay raise, when 
Castaldi had received a cost of 
living increase just three 
months ago. The unions further 
contend that they negotiated re¬ 
vised contracts with the county 
executive that would have saved 
the county more money than the 
six month freeze on cost-of-living 
increases by reducing their con- 
tractural salary increases over 
the 18 month period of their 
contracts. 

Special state legislation enact¬ 
ed last year enables the county 
not to honor union contracts dur¬ 
ing the fiscal crisis resulting 
from the current recession. The 
freeze legislation, CB-13, which 
is based on that authority, sets 
aside the union contracts. 

Castaldi has responded to the 
charges by stating that he is 
“giving back to the County my 
legally-mandated pay raise,” and 
that over a six month period he 
has had a 7.6% pay decrease re- 


represents the district within 

suiting from his voluntarily tak- 
ing a 10-day furlough- Non-un¬ 
ion county employees were re¬ 
quired to take 10 days off work 
without pay in order to reduce 
county expenditures and county 
teachers were required to take 
five-day furloughs. Police and 
fire union employees were not re¬ 
quired to take furloughs. 

As to the claim of union cost 
savings, Castaldi calls the argu¬ 
ment “smoke.” While the new 
union proposals are “somewhat 
less than their current con¬ 
tracts,” according to Castaldi, he 
believes the real bottom-line is¬ 
sue continues to be, “Can this 
government afford any cost-of- 
living increases?” “The cost of 
this Council’s action is $0, except 
for the court costs associated 
with defending our position, 
since the unions are suing the 
County.” 

At the time of the council ac¬ 
tion, the state legislature had 
not agreed on a state budget or 
state aid and new taxing au¬ 
thorities for the counties and 
the prospect of “doomsday” bud-

At Public Safety Session Council 
Hears Police Substation Proposal

A proposal to establish a 
police substation for Belt- 
way Plaza and Springhill 
Lake Apartments with two 
new police officers, one of 
whom would be paid for by 
the property owners and the 
other out of increased park¬ 
ing fines was considered by 
the city council at its bud¬ 
get work session of April 7. 
Also considered was the po¬ 
lice department’s plan to es¬ 
tablish a more problem-ori¬ 
ented, community-focused 
approach to policing. 

Public-Private Partnership 

City Manager Daniel Hobbs 
described a proposed venture 
that he and Police Chief James 
R. Craze had been discussing 
with Rudy Horton of Springhill 
Lake (SHL) and Fred Wine of 
Beltway Plaza. Under the pro¬ 
posal, SHL and the Plaza would 
each donate $25,000 to the city 
to pay for an officer, to be 
matched by $50,000,from the city 
to pay for another officer. The 
initial proposal is for a one- 
year trial. 

At the time of the work ses¬ 
sion, Sidney Brown, owner of 
the Plaza,\had agreed to com¬ 
mit $25,000 to the project; the 
question was still under discus¬ 
sion by the owners of SHL. The 
city’s $50,000 would come from 
the increase in parking fees and 
other fines, which are not in¬ 
cluded in the proposed budget. 
Hobbs said that fines from park¬ 
ing in fire lanes alone would 
generate more than $50,000. 

The two officers would work 
in the western sector of the city, 
which generates the most calls 
for services, out of a substation 
to be set up by the merchants at 
Beltway Plaza. The officers 
would be chosen for their ability 
to interact well with the com¬ 
munity. The hours for their shift 
would be determined by the time 
of greatest need. Craze said that 
they would look into the possi¬ 
bility of the officers patrolling 
on foot or bicycle, to increase 
their interaction with citizens. 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld saw the 
proposal as an opportunity to 
use city funds to “leverage” pri¬ 
vate monies—to get the services 
of two officers for the price of 
one. Noting that crime in that 
area “is the worst in Greenbelt,” 
he urged a one-year trial of the 
concept* 

Misgivings 

Antoinette M. Bram opposed 
the idea of bicycle patrols, calling 
vehicles “essential” for officers 
safety. She also raised the possi¬ 
bility that the merchants, or 
owners of the Plaza or SHL 
might feel a sense of ownership 
of the officers and attempt to 
dictate the scope of their work. 
Craze and Hobbs both said that 
this would be unacceptable, that 
the officers would be Greenbelt 
police, working solely under the 


orders of the Police Department. 

Weidenfeld expressed some 
concerns about the operation of 
the substation, which would be 
open cnly limited hours. There 
could be delays in reporting 
crimes in progress, for instance, 
if witnesses went to the substa¬ 
tion, only to find it closed, rather 
than the nearest phone. 

Citizens attending the work 
session found more grounds for 
concern with the proposal. David 
Lychenheim said that, while he 
appreciated the attempt to be 
creative under budget con¬ 
straints, the proposal shows a 
need to “revisit the budget allo¬ 
cation for 30 police.” Roy Dahl 
agreed, reminding the council 
members that on candidates’ 
night they had all stated their 
support for more officers. If

they still believe what they said 
during the campaign, the need 
for officers should be met 
through the budget, not “crea¬ 
tive taxation.” 

Weidenfeld spoke of the dif¬ 
ficulty of balancing the compet¬ 
ing needs of all of the city 
departments, noting that the po¬ 
lice are not alone in having 
deeply felt needs go unmet. Shel¬ 
don Goldberg responded that 
“treating public safety should be 
paramount.” 

CARES Budget 

Carol Leventhal of CARES 
and Police Chief Graze presented 
their departments’ budgets, both 
of which reflect efforts to main¬ 
tain the current level of services 
without increasing expenditures. 
Both Levanthal and Craze also 
discussed their “wish list” of un¬ 
funded items. 

For CARES, the primary un¬ 
met need is for a full-time fam¬ 
ily counselor. The position is 
presently funded for only eight 
months. Full-time funding would 
help reduce the waiting list of 
families that have requested ser¬ 
vices. CARES has also tightened 
the criteria for its clients so 
that it only provides services to 
Greenbelt residents, not those 
who work in the city or live 
in adjacent areas. 

Police Wish List 

The police budget also reflect¬ 
ed understaffed positions. A 
three-person drug unit that had 
been proposed for the 1991 bud¬ 
get was not implemented due 
to the budget crisis; it is not 
proposed for funding in the cur¬ 
rent budget- Also not funded was 
the hiring of a computer special¬ 
ist, who would get the police 
records fully automated, and two 
dispatchers, which would permit 


scheduling of two dispatchers to 
every shift. 

The goal of hiring a computer 
specialist is both to get the sys¬ 
tem fully on line and to “civili- 
anize” the record-keeping func¬ 
tion, which is currently being 
carried out by an officer. Once 
the records are fully automated 
and a geographic data base of 
city addresses has been develop¬ 
ed, the department will be able 
to use the computer to aid in 
dispatching and to analyze pat¬ 
terns of crime, by location and 
over time. This will help in the 
goal of doing more in crime 
prevention instead of just crime 
response. 

Currently, there are four shifts 
of officers and five dispatchers 
(seven dispatcher positions are 
funded but two are vacant); of¬ 
ficers fill in as needed so that 
there are two dispatchers on 
duty at all times. The need for 
two dispatchers per shift had 
been recommended by a psy¬ 
chologist brought in to assess 
the problems the department had 
been having with the position. 
His other key recommendation 
was to alter the dispatchers 
schedule so it matched that of 
the officers' shifts; that change 
has been made. 

Community-Focused Policing 

Lt. Daniel O’Neil presented a 
brief discussion on the depart¬ 
ment’s plan to convert to a more 
problem-oriented, or community- 
focused, approach to policing. 
The approach uses four steps, 
outlined as the acronym SARA: 
Scan, to group related crime in¬ 
cidents; analyze the incidents to 
identify who is affected and un¬ 
derlying causes; Respond, with 
tailor-made solutions; and As¬ 
sess to evaluate if the solution 
is working. 

This approach means involv¬ 
ing the police, community agen¬ 
cies, merchants and citizens in 
attacking the underlying prob¬ 
lems that cause crime. This 
can involve such activities as im¬ 
proved lighting or trimming of 
bushes in an area where there 
are many auto thefts, commun¬ 
ity education programs and se¬ 
curity reviews, home checks for 
absent residents and the Citizens 
Crime Watch- The department 
already carries ‘out many of 
these activities, but what is 
needed, O’Neil stressed, is train¬ 
ing for both officers and the 
community to change the mind 
set from a reactive to a preven¬ 
tive approach to crime. For ex-

iVo Justification 

Mr. Colton’s letter of April 16 
asserts that it would be difficult 
for Greenbelt Homes, Inc. (GHI) 
to maintain a list of homes for 
sale because not all owners sub¬ 
mit the proper paperwork. This 
does not address the issue of 
maintaining a list of homes for 
sale that are on record with 
GHI. 

In order to sell a home in GHI 
you must first submit an “Intent 
To Sell' form. If the owner or 
Realtor neglects to do this, then 
the unit cannot be sold. GHI can¬ 
not be responsible for the own¬ 
er’s or Realtor’s negligence. The 
fact is, there are over 90 intents 
filed with GHI at this time, GHI 
gives out a list that contains less 
than 15% of these homes. 

When a member sells their un¬ 


it in GHI, they have to pay an 
“administrative fee” of $760.00. 
They pay this fee whether they 
use a Realtor or not. When a new 
member joins GHI they pay a 
membership fee of $525.00. The 
members have a right to have 
their homes listed, and prospec¬ 
tive purchasers have a rigiht to 
know what homes are available. 
Since GHI is collecting $1,285.00, 
this is not an unreasonable re¬ 
quest. 

There is no justification in 
witholding information from 
members or future members. By 
educating sellers as to the cur¬ 
rent market conditions, and al¬ 
lowing purchasers to see an ac¬ 
curate list of homes available, we 
all benefit. Owners who haven’t 
filed the proper paperwork have 
no bearing on this matter,

gets for the state and counties 
was ever-present. Even now, the 
county council has before it a 
budget submitted by the execu¬ 
tive that assumes a 20 percent 
increase in the county's income 
tax, 

Castaldi further notes that 
“many of our citizens have lost 
their jobs or have had no raises 


for the past 18 months," and 
that the county “will be strug¬ 
gling for the next several years 
to pay off its existing . , . defi¬ 
cit," referring to a $60 million 
debt incurred last year when 
county expenditures exceeded 
revenues to such an extent that 
the county was forced to borrow 
over a three-year period. “I be¬ 
lieve this Council made the right 
decision to say, ‘Stop; give us 
some time to get a better under¬ 
standing of our financial situa¬ 
tion.

(Continued om page line) 
ample, officers would devote 
more time to analysis—looking 
for problems that create oppor¬ 
tunities for crime. They would 
spend less time on “preventive" 
patrols, which do not, in fact, 
prevent crime, said O’Neil. 

Council Questions 

Council members asked a num¬ 
ber of questions about the Kan¬ 
sas City study that O’Neil had 
cited in regard to the ineffec¬ 
tiveness of preventive patrols. 
Craze explained the scope of that 
study and that no effect on 
crime was disernable from sat¬ 
uration patrols as compared to 
routine patrols or the total ab¬ 
sence of patrols. He did note 
the unmeasurable psychological 
“comfort factor" citizens feel 
from seeing police vehicles pa¬ 
trol their neighborhoods. 

Council member Antoinette 
Bram asked whether the police 
advocated an automobile-based 
citizen Crime Watch in neighbor¬ 
hoods with a high rate of violent 
crimes, particularly involving 
guns. “I am worried about drive- 
by shootings." she said. Craze 
responded, “Crime problems 
can't be solved by the police. We 
need community involvement." 
He stressed that all Crime 
Watchers are trained that they 
must report crimes, not confront 
them. Dorothy Pyles, a Crime 
Watch member from Greenbriar, 
pointed out “the difference an 
V makes—we are vigilant, not 
vigilantes."

New Mandatory Law 
For Kindergarten Kids 

AH children in the sftate of 
Maryland will be required to at¬ 
tend kindergarten or an alterna¬ 
tive program setting starting 
next fall. The Maryland legis¬ 
lature changed the law during 
:he 1991 legislative session. 

The law lowered the minimum 
compulsory school attendance to 
five years of age and affects all 
children who are five by Decem¬ 
ber 31, 1992, and requires that 
children attend kindergarten be¬ 
fore entering first grade. 

The law permits some exemp¬ 
tions- Five year olds may be en¬ 
rolled in a child care center or 
Head Start program or home 
schooling. When appropriate a 
child may be granted a one year 
level of maturity waiver, 

Children cannot be enrolled in 
first grade unless they have com¬ 
pleted a kindergarten or one of 
the alternative programs, 

A parent or guardian of a 
child who attended an alternative 
program must register the child 
for first grade prior to the open- 
ing of school of the year in which 
the child becomes 6 years old and 
must provide documentation show¬ 
ing proof of attendance in the 
alternative setting. Documenta¬ 
tion includes date child was en¬ 
rolled; and number of days child 
was absent. 

A six year old child who move* 
into Maryland who has not had a 
kindergarten experience may be 
enrolled in kindergarten or first 
grade. The deal school system 
will deftem; le the appropriate 
grade place ent

CITY OF GREENBELT, MARYLAND 
AMERICANS WITH DISABILITIES 
GRIEVANCE PROCEDURES 


The City of Greenbelt is making every effort to comply with the regulations of the 
Americans with Disabilities Act (ADA). Any individual who believes that he or she has 
been subjected to unlawful discrimination on the basis of disability by the City of 
Greenbelt may file a complaint. Complaints should be submitted in writing to the ADA 
Coordinator, City of Greenbelt, 25 Crescent Road, Greenbelt, MD 20770. A record of 
the complaint and any action taken by the ADA Coordinator will be maintained, with 
a decision rendered within 15 working days of receipt of the complaint. Complaint 
forms are available at the above address and will be forwarded upon request. 


If the ADA Coordinator cannot resolve the complaint to the satisfaction of the 
complainant, the following procedure has been devised to hear complaints and attempt 
to provide solutions: 

1. The complaint will be sent to the City's in-house ADA Committee. This 
committee is composed of five City employees representing all City 
departments; 

2. If the complainant remains unsatisfied after the ADA Committee's consideration 
of the case, the complaint may be forwarded to the City Manager. 

3. If the complainant remains unsatisfied after the City Manager's consideration 
of the case, the complaint may be forwarded to the ADA Compliance 
Committee. This committee is composed of Greenbelt citizens and is appointed 
by City Council. Every effort will be made to have a representative of the 
disabled community on this committee. 

The ADA Compliance Committee is charged with establishing ground rules and 
procedures for hearing complaints from persons with disabilities regarding 
access to and participation in public facilities, services, activities and functions 
in the community. Further, the Committee is directed to hear such complaints 
in public, after adequate public notice is given, in an unbiased, objective 
manner. All proceedings of the committee will be recorded and maintained. 

4. The ADA Compliance Committee will issue a written recommendation to the 
City Council within 30 days of the hearing. The City Council is the final arbiter 
of any complaint which reaches the ADA Compliance Committee. A public 
meeting will precede City Council's decision on the complaint, A determination 
will be made within 30 days of the public meeting. The decision of the City 
Council is final. 

A record of action taken on each request or complaint must be maintained as a part of 
the records at each level of the grievance process. 

The individual's right to a prompt and equitable resolution of the complaint will not be 
impaired by his/her pursuit of other remedies, such as the filing of a complaint with the 
U.S, Department of Justice or any other appropriate federal agency. Furthermore, the 
filing of a lawsuit in state or federal district court can occur at any time. The use of 
this grievance procedure is not a prerequisite to the pursuit of other remedies.
